Stitt. Course 
Urged... 


The Alberta Federation of Home 
and School Asociations has recom- 
mended stiffer school courses for 
qualified students, the teaching of 
French in elementary schools, and 
allowances for teachers in Northern 
Alberta. 


The recommendations were con- 
tained in a brief presented to the 
cabinet Monday by an 
delegation, 


The association suggested that 
the present practice of granting a 
permanent teaching certificate to 
persons with only one year of study 
beyond high school be discontinued. 

The brief also drew attention to 
what it describes as “the almast 
destitute’ condition of libraries in 
many up-to-date schools. 

It called health and _ personal 
development courses “an invasion 
of home and individual privacy” 
and suggested that the education 
department evaluate these courses. 

The brief recommended higher 
passing standards for grades 9 and
